He City of London having built four Triumphal Arches, and adorned 
the Streets in the beſt mariner they could, to: entertain His Maje- 
ſiy in his paſſage from the Tower toWhitehal. About ten-oftheClock; 

_ all mounted on ately Horſes with very rich trappings, the Cavalcade 
began in the following Order.
